Dahlias 


For  those  planting  Dahlias  for  the  first  time  this  spring  a word  as  to  the  culture  is  added  with 
the  hope  of  insuring  the  joy  of  success.  The  soil  need  not  be  very  rich,  a sandy  or  gravelly  soil 
suits  them  best,  as  any  good  garden  soil.  It  should  be  well  prepared,  to  a good  depth.  Do  not 
manure  very  heavily  as  it  will  develop  the 
growth  of  foliage  instead  of  flowers.  Plant 
the  tubers  about  two  and  one-half  feet  apart 
and  cover  with  four  to  six  inches  of  earth. 

They  may  be  planted  after  the  frost  is  over, 
late  May  or  early  June. 

When  the  buds  appear,  in  late  August,  is  a 
good  time  to  give  them  a tonic  to  develop  the 
bloom.  A tablespoonful  of  nitrate  of  soda 
spread  about  the  base  of  the  plant  will 
be  a wonderful  tonic. 


After  frost  in  the  fall  dig  the  tubers  very 
carefully,  be  sure  not  to  break  the  neck. 
Store  in  a dry,  cool  cellar  for  the  winter. 
Divide  the  roots  to  one  eye  before  planting 
in  the  spring.

If  the  grower  desires  to  have 
the  large  blooms  seen  at  Dahlia 
exhibits  it  is  necessary  to  give  ad- 
ditional care  to  the  plants.  The 
plants  should  be  pruned  by  cut- 
ting out  some  of  the  branches  and 
the  laterals  immediately  below  the 
flower  bud;  remove  all  but  one  bud 
on  each  shoot.  Only  disbud  the 
decorative,  cactus,  peony- flowered 
and  show  types.

They  are  very  easily  grown  and  may  be  planted  as  early  as  the 
ground  can  be  worked.  For  a longer  blooming  season,  plant  a few 
every  two  weeks  up  to  July.  A good  garden  soil  is  suitable  for 
good  results,  prepared  deeply.  Plant  about  four  inches  deep,  five 
to  six  inches  apart  in  the  rows,  rows  about  one  foot  apart. 

They  are  well  suited  for  all  gardens,  may  be  planted  in  rows, 
masses  or  bunched  three  or  four  in  the  border,  making  a very  at- 
tractive appearance  however  planted.  As  cut  flowers  they  last  a 
remarkably  long  time,  every  bud  will  develop  into  a beautiful  flower.
